Southern 
Railroad—Occupies Center of 
an Arid Plain or Valley. 


City of Mexico.—The ruins of an­ 
cient cities, remnants of dead civiliza­ 
tions, have a fascination for most peo­ 
ple. 
Be they scientists of great re­ 
nown or mere mortals of mere com­ 
mon clay, somehow’ something stirs 
within them at the touch of antique 
things. 
The average tourist seeking 
surcease from the daily grind, whether 
of the college lecture room or of the 
constant chase of the elusive dollar in 
trade and traffic, who finds himself in 
some strange city and learns that not 
far off are the weather-beaten w’alls of 
an ancient temple, shrine or place 
whose history is a mystery and w’hoee 
builders are unknown, hies himself at 
once to that place. 
He touches the 
crumbling stones, traces the grotesque 
figures and queer designs, and mar­ 
vels that such things could have been 
so many years before he came on 
earth, perhaps even before the very 
civilization of which ho is a boastful 
part came into existence. 
Mexico is full of such ruins as these. 
In Yucatan alone there are some sev­ 
enty cr more. Approach to some of 
these is too arduous to most tourists, 
but on the southernmost shore of the 
republic lies the state of Oaxaca, 
w’hoee capital is easily accessible. 
"Oaxaca City is reached from Puebla 
by the Mexican Southern,” according 
to a statement in the latest pamphlet 
on Mexico, issued by the Pan-Ameri­ 
can Union of Washington. “ 1’he dis­ 
tance is 228 miles and the trip takes 
12 hours. It is 288 miles from Mexico 
City and the same distance from Vera 
Cruz. Its population is 40,000. It w*as 
the early home of both Porfirio Diaz, 
former president, and Benito Juarez, 
the patriot and national hero. Its age 
makes it very attractive, but It is quite 
modern in many whys, possessing 
tramcars, electric lights, telephones 
and other factors of comfort. Another 
feature connected with Oaxaca is the 
fact that from the city the excursion 
is made, about twenty-five miles to the 
southeast, to the ruins of Mitla, some 
of the best preserved prehistoric re­ 
mains of all Mexico.” 
Mitla is a contraction or corruption 
of the word Mictlan, meaning "The 
place of Death.” The modern village 
and the ancient ruins occupy the cen­ 
ter of an arid plain or valley, surround­ 
ed on all sides by equally arid hills, 
on the highest summit of which are 
the well-preserved remains of a great 
fortress, whose w’alls are of a rough 
construction and without ornament of 
any kind. Nearly in the center of the 
plain five great groups of buildings 
stand out completely exposed. Many 
of them are now' nearly shapeless 
mounds and masses of ruins.

The principal buildings 
are of stone masonry.

The Hall of Pillars, the northern­ 
most building of the north group, is a 
great room 125 feet long and 23 feet 
wide, 
interior 
measurements. 
The 
height of the w’alls is about 12 feet, the 
thickness varying from 3 feet 2 inches 
on the sides to 4 feet 6 inches for the 
front wall. 
The entrances are three 
doorways nearly 8 feet wide, each com­ 
posed of three members, two enor­ 
mous monolithic door jambs about 7 
feet high, 6 feet wide, and 2 feet thick. 
The most striking feature of the room 
is a row of six monolithic columns 
running lengthwise of the room, each 
column standing ll feet I inch above 
the floor, which is covered with ce­ 
ment.

They are slightly 
tapered at the top, which ie perfectly 
fiat The interior walls are perfectly 
plain, while the exterior are covered 
with*a rich decorltion of panels of 
mosaic work, surrounded by lar^e 
squared and sometimes incised scep ­ 
tered stones.

problems of the high cost of living. 


She has found a way to serve six sub­ 
stantial hot meals a week for 35 cents 
less than 6 cents a meal. 
Miss 
Todd has organized a club with 60 
members, and a luncheon is served 
every working day. 
The following menu, covering one 
week,allows the food she gives: 
MONDAY. 
Baked macaroni with tomatoes. 
Stewed apples. 
TUESDAY. 
Irish stew. 
Prunes. 
WEDNESDAY. 
Creamed potatoes. 
Baked stuffed tomatoes. 
THURSDAY, 
lashed browned potatoes. 
Lettuce and tomato salad. 
FRIDAY. 
Creamed tuna. 
Baked potatoes. 
SATURDAY. 
Baked rice and tomatoes. 
Apples sliced and stewed. 
Every meal includes bread and but­ 
ter. 
The luncheons are served in a neat, 
home-like dining room, which is part 
of the library equipment. 
The kitch­ 
en is equipped with 
gas stove, sink, 
running water, refrigerator and china 
closet. Out of the weekly assessment 
$5 is set aside for the cook. 
“The plan of furnishing 
a 
hot 
luncheon for 5 5-6 cents a day is rap­ 
idly passing from the experimental 
stage to actuality,” said Miss Todd 
today. 
“We are no longer wondering 
whether we can possibly afford this 
or that article of food, by way of a 
little treat, perhaps once a week, but 
are now having it, and are making 
both ends meet. 
“The desire for such a scheme of 
things grew out of the fact that more 
than half of the employes of the pub­ 
lic library are compelled, because of 
library hours, to miss home dinners 
three days in the week. 
The persist­ 
ent sameness of a paper-bag luncheon, 
while it might be tolerated at noon, 
certainly finds no favor as a substi­ 
tute for a hot dinner such as one gets 
at home. 
Only one meal is eaten at 
the library. 
That is, if one has sup­ 
per 
here, 
luncheon is eaten else­ 
where.”
